Only about thirty 
newspapers were then -published in 
the state and no daily, I believe, un- 
til! about 1845, but'tri-weekly issues 
were made during the sessions : of 
the legislature.

THE LATEST TENTATIVE LIST 


It Is Reported That the Stern Policy 


Promulgated by the New Dictator of 
Troubled Republic to the South Is 
Bringing 
Into 
Subjection 
Forces 


Which Heretofore' Have Been Con- 
sidered Irreconcilable. 


Mexico City, Feb. 27.—The war de- 


partment has undertaken to extermin- 
ate the remnants of the bandit forces 
now infesting the country. The govern- 
ment confirms the death of Emilio Ma- 
dero in a figflt near Monterey. His 
forces were dispersed. 


President Huerta is determined, his 


advisers say, to correct conditions that 
have made anarchy in Mexico for 
three years. 
These conditions have 


arisen because thousands of desperate 
men have found it easy to live by rob- 
bery and have made a profession of 
rebellion. Huerta, has declared that 
such men will be forced to lay down 
their arms and return to peaceful vo- 
catioijs. 


While recognizing that it is facing 


serious trouble in 'Coaluiila and a few 
other provinces, President 
Huerta's 


government insists that the reports of 
uprisings and disaffection have been 
exaggerated and that the Maderistas 
are sending out false news. Senor De 
La Barra, the foreign secretary, in- 
formed your correspondent that, he is 
receiving almost hourly the submis- 
sion of rebel leaders. .The foreign sec- 
retary assumed that the reports of 
uprisings have been exaggerated. He 
declares that the new government is 
strong enough to enforce order while 
reforming civil and economic abuses. 


In Coahuila, Governor Carranza con- 


tinues to defy the Huerta government, 
but it is said here that Carranza can- 
not control more than 500 men and 
that the government will stamp out 
the uprising. It is true, however, that 
General Huerta, General Diaz and 
their advisers are gravely concerned 
over the boldness of the opposition in 
Coahuila.

It is probable that a force of 
2,000 well equipped federal troops un- 
der a general of known loyalty will be 
sent against the Carranaz rebels with 
orders to give no quarter. Elsewhere 
in the republic the reports are less 
alarming. 


The capital continues to be tranquil 


under the vigorous rule of the -new 
government. The people here are un- 
doubtedly willing to accept the new 
order. The president has relaxed no 
precautions to insure quiet, but there 
is a belief that the government's se- 
verity will soften as .opposition dies 
away. One task to which the new gov- 
ernment will set itself is the distribu- 
tion of government lands and the mit- 
igation of abuses arising from the sys- 
tem of vast land holdings.

.There Is Confusion as to Other 
Places That the President Elect De- 
clines to Clear Up. 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. 27.—Vice Presi- 


dent Elect Marshall arrived in Tren- 
ton today to talk things over with 
President Elect Wilson. In' regard to 
his cabinet selections the president 
elect still maintains his reserve. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—According to 


word from Democratic leaders, Presi- 
dent Elect Wilson has selected James 
C. MacReynolds, formerly of Tennes- 
see and now of New York city, for his 
attorney general. 
Mr. MacReynolds 


has made an enviable reputation in the 
prosecution of government anti-trust 
suits. 
He was the special attorney 


who conducted the successful prose- 
cution against the tobacco trust and 
more recently he has conducted the 
cases against the anthracite trust. 


One of the most interesting devel- 


opments in regard to the cabinet sit- 
uation was the information that Rep- 
resentative A. Mitchell Palmer of 
Pennsylvania had declined the place 
of secretary of war and had assigned 
as a reason that he was a Quaker. It 
is known that Mr. Palmer would have 
accepted an offer to become attorney 
general or secretary of the treasury, 
but neither place was tendered him. 
He has therefore decided to remain in 
congress and aspire to leadership of 
the Democratic caucus, which will be 
relinquished by Congressman Burle- 
son, who will probably be postmaster 
general in the new cabinet.

Democratic leaders in Washington, 
President Wilson's cabinet selections 
are nearly if not quite complete, and 
are as follows:

Stripped of all surplus language, 


the bill reads as follows: ''Be it en- 
acted, etc. 
That the shipment or 


transportation of any intoxicating 
liquor ef any kind from one State, 
Territory, or District of the United 
States, into any other State, Terri- 
tory or District of the United States, 
or from any foreign 
country into 


any State, Territory, or District of 
the United Staies. which intoxicating 
liquor is intended by any person in- 
terested therein, to be received, pos- 
sessed, sold, or in any manner used 
either in the 
original package or 


otherwise in violation of .-my law of 
sneh Stale Territory, or District of 
the United States, is hereby prohibi- 
ted." 


All who know President Tal't un- 


derstand that he will 'be governed in 
bis decision as to signing or vetoing 
the bill by what lie regards as the 
constitutionality of the law adds the 
Seymour Republican. But whether 
he does or does not sign this bill will 
probably not affect the final outcome 
of this legislation.

Sunday. 


The senate also declined to recog- 


nize the science of chiropractice and, 
by a vote of 2S to 7, killed the bill 
which would give official recognition 
to some ]00 chiropractors now doing 
business in Indiana. The senate pass- 
ed the bill amending the corrupt prac- 
tices act, which makes it unlawful to 
publish cartoons or articles designed 
to detract votes from a candidate. The 
bill for the pensioning of teachers of 
Terre Haute also was passed. On mo- 
tion of Senator Shively 5,000 copies of 
the public service commission bill 
were ordered printed for public dis- 
tribution. 


The bill appropriating $15,000 to 


Purdue university and the state veter- 
inarian to continue experiments in the 
making of "hog serum, which is dis- 
tributed to the farmers of the state 
was passed, as was a bill containing 
provisions that no fisherman shal 
catch more than twelve bass in a day 
fifty bluegills or crappies. and a boat 
containing five people shall not take 
more than twenty bass. 


Doings in the House. 


The house disposed of twenty-eigh 


bills on third reading 
yesterday 


Twenty-live of the number, including 
the housing bill, were passed and the 
other three were killed. The publii 
utilities bill was sent to the governo: 
for his signature after the house voted 
to concur in the senate amendments 
A new regular appropriations bil 
which omits the salary increases fo 
statehouse officers and employes con 
tained in the first regular appropria 
tions bill was introduced. Upon mo 
tion of Representative Cravens, th 
author, the new bill was made a spe- 
cial order of business for next Monda 
afternoon. 


The housing bill, which was passed 


91 to 1, will now go to the senate fo 
concurrence in amendments made b 
the house. From the senate the hi 
will pass to the governor for his ap 
proval. Jlrs. Albion Fellows Bacon 
author of the housing.bill, was in th 
house when the roll calf was taken 
and the sweeping approval of the 
measure she has worked twelve years 
to place upon the statute books af- 
fected her deeply.

Benz cast the only vote- against the 
bill. 


Senator Stotsenburg's bill providing 


that prisoners may be worked upon 
the improvement of public highways 
passed by a vote of 78 to 4.

Parcel Post Orders Given Prompt Attention 


Washington, Feb. 27.—In the report 


of the Pujo committee there will be in- 
corporated a resolution curtailing the 
power of national banks to invest 
their funds in the securities of cor- 
porations to the detriment of the pop- 
ularity of commercial paper. It was 
also learned that the committee wiil 
recommend that a limitation be placed 
on the proportion of their assets which 
national banks may invest in securi- 
ties not listed on the stock exchange. 
The committee is counting on this rec- 
ommendation to popularize its pro- 
gram of reform with the stock ex- 
change people. It is argued that this 
limitation will force corporations into 
listing their securities on the exchange 
and win therefore increase the legiti- 
mate business of exchange members. 
At the same time, however, the out- 
side issues will be forced to undergo 
the publicity regulation which the 
committee intends to impose upon the 
stock exchange. 


It was learned also that another 


radical recommendation to be made 
by the committee contemplates the 
reference of all securities issued in 
railway reorganizations to the inter- 
state commerce commission. 
The 


committee will recommend that the 
approval of the interstate commerce 
commission be required on all such se- 
curities before they shall be issued to 
the public.
